decision was rendered 
in a case appealed 
from Mason county in- 
volving the transporta- 
tion of pupils of the 
Mayslick school. The 
iginal suit was brought by some twenty tax- 
payers of Ma) slick who objected to the wagon 
system. 

Trie Appellate Court says the present laws 
' /not authorize the expenditure of money, 
raised for school purposes, in the buying of 
wagons. The opinion goes on to say: "We 
do not hold tbat the Legislature may not pro- 
vide for the levying of a tax for this purpose; 
we only hold that it has not done so." This, 
ipels the doubt tbat has befogged 
on. It also gives opportunity for 
ment of a law which will permit the 
tation of pupils. The decision is inl- 
and it is fortunate that it comes at a 
ben the Legislature is in session and 
K iomp. attention to the defect. 
Kentucky has made a start in school con- 
solidation and the experiments that have been 
tried have been uniformly favorable. The 
best example of successful consolidation in the 
State is presented by the school at Mayslick, 
at which place the case just decided by the 
high Court had its beginning. There are sev> 
districts in the State where the 
transportation system has beeo adopted, the 
cost of hauling the pupils being paid out of 
the school tax funds. There is nreat need of 
the consolidation of weak schools, but this, of 
orse, would be impracticable in the absence 
any provision for bringing tbe children to 
e scboolhouse. The deficiency can be rem- 
Mad at the present session of the General As- 
bly and doubtless will bo, as the emer- 
*inly demands remedial legislation.

Much Depends 
on Ideas of 
Life's Purpose

HETHER a man's life in this world in successful or not de- 
pends on the idea which is held of the purpose for which life 
is given. • If we believe that death ends all, the conclusion 
may be not unreasonably reached that the successful life is 
one into which are crowded the greatest number of material 
blessings and the least amount of earthly discomfort. But if. 
on the other hand, we are convinced that our brief stay in 
this mundane sphere of existence was designed to be a prepa- 
ration for an endless hereafter, then that is the successful Ufa 
in which such preparation is most adequately made. The ques- 
1ion is therefore, primarily, the great and abiding one of man's immor- 
tality. 

But, apart from this point, we may well ask ourselves what kind of 
life is the happiest for men, for that life is .surely the most successful 
which is the most truly happy. And we have no right to assume that tin- 
conditions of happiness are different in this world and in the other. Bather 
ought we to say that they must be the same for human beings everywhere. 

Happiness may be denned as the state of mind which is realized 
by living according to divine order. That order consists in obedience to 
Ood'a commandments, chief among which are those which prescribe love 
to the Lord and love to the neighbor. These are, indeed, the briefest 
summary of man's duty. They cannot be put in practice except by acts 
of usefulness and kindness. Hence it follows that 
true happiness is experienced only in unselfish service 
for others. 

Of this character should be the daily work or 
calling of every man. According as such is the case 
with anyone, his life is successful, not only as regards 
his own welfare and his influence upon his fellow nun 
here on earth, but also as being the appointed gateway 
into life everlasting.

HEN coming from the ro 
union banquet of the On 
Hundred and Thlrty-sev 
enth Ohio volunteer Infan 
try, which took plaro ni 
the Grant hotol. Louis I' 
Bentley of Ludlow, Ky., after hearing 
eulogies of the war heroes, and esj c 
daily of Abraham Lincoln, remark* 
to Alexander Hill, Sr.: "You did not 
know that for some months I waa one* 
a member of Abraham Lincoln's fam 
lly, did ybuT" 

"No, how did that happen?" asked 
Mr. Hill eagerly. 

Then in a burst of patriotic prldt 
and confidence, Mr. Bentley told the 
story which he has always kept tc 
himself and family from an undue 
sense of modesty, which explains why 
Visa Ida Tarbell did not find him in 
writing her book, "He Knew Lin 
coin." 

"It was in 1858." aald Mr. Bentley 
the other day. repeating his story, "and 
I was a boy of 18 who had learned the 
printing business and was staying In 
Decatur, III., then a town of about 
3.000 Inhabitants, and could not find 
work. I was boarding at the Ogelsbv 
house, tbe only hotel in town, and had 
paid my last 15 for board and was feel 
lug about as blue as any one can feel 
under those circumstances. Stephen 
A. Douglas, then the Democratic aena 
tor from Illinois, was a candidate for 
re-election and his opponent, a young 
lawyer named Lincoln from Spring 
field, and he were having a series of 
Ave addresses, which have since be 
come so famous. Both parties were in 
the hotel at that time to hold a de 
bate that night, and Douglas, the man 
of the hour, was upstairs in the hotel 
parlor with a bottle of whisky, a box 
of cigars and surrounded by admiring 
friends who came to call upon him. 

"There was great excitement In the 
town, and it centerod In the hotel, but 
I was feeling too blue to care about it 
and sat in the office downstairs, not 
caring to speak to any one. A tall 
raw-boned man sat near me aa much 
unnoticed aa myself, all hunched up in 
his chair, whittling a little piece of 
wood. 

"«Do i " belong here?' he asked. 

" 'No,' l s, -*yi 
'• 'How Ion* *C 4r"/ou 
"•About a year.' 
"•What are you dolngf 
•••Nothing.' 

•••That Is not a good thing for a 
young man of your age to do. Can 
you find workr 

"•No," I replied, feeling very rebel- 
lious against fate. 

"'What do you do when you are 
working? Have you a trade?" 

"'Tea; I am a printer,' I answered, 
wishing this man would atop his ques- 
tions. 

" 'Well, young man,' he aald kindly. 
I have an Interest in a newspaper in 
Springfield, and If you come back with 
me tomorrow I will see if the foreman 
of the printing room cannot give you 
a Job. Will you come?* 

"'I do not know, I will aee.' I an- 
swered feeling more kindly toward 
this curious gentleman. 

"'Don't you want a job?' he aaked 
quickly. 

" 'Yea, I do,' I answered, but I did 
not tell him the reason for my not ac- 
cepting his offer. I had no meana to 
go to Springfield, sixty miles away. 
It was the first time that I waa broke 
and I hated to own It. 

"He said nothing more, and that 
night after the debate, where there 
were as many as a half million people 
present in proportion to the alie of 
the town, 1 came face to face with 
htm again In the hotel office. 

"'Well, young man,' he said, 'are 
you going with me?' 

"Then I confessed the reaaon why I 
could not. 

"I knew then that my friend was 
Abraham Lincoln, the young Repub- 
lican candidate for aenator. who had 
debated with Stephen A. Douglaa. 

"It waa near midnight and tbe 
steamboat was due to leave In a short 
time. 

" 'You come with me, anyhow,' aaid 
Mr. Lincoln, 'and I will take care of 

you.' 

'1 did not require much urging, and 
went to my room to collect my amall 
belongings and joined his party. 

"We arrived in Springfield the next 
morning and Mr. Lincoln took mo to 
hla home, giving me the only vacant 
room In hla house, and l ate break- 
fast with the family. After that he 
took me to bis law office and bad a 
talk with hla partner. Mr. Herndon; 
then we went to tbe printing office of 
the Illinois State Register, the paper 
In which he had an interest, and we 
bad a talk with the foreman. The 
latter, after aaktng me to write aome- 
thlng, said he waa aorry, he aaw I 
knew the work, hut there waa no po- 
sition that he could give me at pres- 
ent, promising me, however, the firs' 
chance of work. At that my apirlta, 
which had risen, dropped down again 
to a atlll lower ebb, until my benefac- 
tor aald: 

"'Now, I am going to be away a 
great deal on thla campaign and Mr. 
Herndon will be vary buay, ao Mm I 
would you Ilka to atay In tbe ot*lce| 
and answer the questions of visitors 
for |4 a waekT* That waa before tbe 
day of stenographers.
